J Wi J Perfons from having Arms in Ireland^ and Provifions have been 
made for that Purpofe by different A6ls of Parliament.: 

And whereas the faid A6fs are to ceafe on the Firft Day of Aucmfl next : 
But it is expedient that the faid Provifions fhould be continued and amended 
and embodied into one Ad of Parliament; 

'Be it tljeretore tanaSetl 'by the king’s Moft Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority 
of the fame. That every Perfon in Ireland^ who hath or (hall have Arms in 
his or her Poffeffion at the Time of the paffing this Ad, or at auv Time 
before the Seffions of the Peace for their refpedive Counties, which fliail 
be held next after the faid - and who (liall not 

have regiftered the fame according to the Provifions of an Ad, made in 
Ireland in the Tliirty-elghth Year of His Majefty’s Reign, intituled “ An 
“ Ad for amending an Ad, paffed in the ThirtyTixth Year of the Reign 
^ “ of His Majefty, intituled, An Ad more elfedually to fupprefs Infurrec- 
“ tions, and prevent the Dihurbance of the public Peace,” (hall, at the faid 
SelTions of the Peace which (hall be held next after the faid 
Day of for the County, Town, or City wherein they (liall refide, re- 

ipedively deliver, or caufe to be delivered, in open Court, to the JiifHces then 
prefent, a written Notification, figned by him or her, fpecifying therein the 
Place, Pari(h, Barony, or Townland, in which he or (he (liall be then 
refident, or if in a County of a Town or City, the Parifli, Townland, or 
Street in which he or (he keeps Arms, and the Place or Places where the 
fame are ufually kept, and the Number and Defcription of fucli Arms, 
accompanied by an Affidavit, fworn before fome JuRice of the Peace for 
(uch County, Town, or City, by the Perfon figning fuch NotificaLion, that 
fuch Notification is true, and that he or (he believes that he or (he is by Law 
. A entitled 
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entitled to keep Arms, which Notillcation and A’hdavlt /hall be read doud 
in open Court; and if the jufhees then prefent, or the Alajoritv of them 
lhall confider the Ferfon delivering fuch Natiiication by Law entitled to 3 
keep Anns, and to be a lit and proper Perion to keep Arms, they lhall 
thereupon fign anci .deliver to llich Ferlbn a Licence, authorizing fuch Per- 
Ibn to keep Arms, and l])ecifying therein, if they (hall chink fit, the Number 
and Deicription of Arms which inch -Licence is to authorize him or her to 
keep, and ihall deliver fuch Notification, Ipecifying at ti-ic Foot or Bad: 
thereof the Number and Defcrlption of Arms, if the fame fhall be fpeci- 
fi'ed hi the Licence, to the a<Sling Clerk of the Peace, wdio fliall regifrer the 
fame in Books (or in a Book, if in a County of a 'i’own or City) One 
whereof to be kept for every Barony or Half Barony in the County, in 
AIj)habe-tica! Order, the Names and Places of Abode of every Perfoa 
making fuch Notification, according to their reipedive Baronies, or Half 
Baronies, where the Place cf Abode lhail be fpecifiedto be in a Barony, or 
Ifalf Barony, for which no Fee or Reward whatever fhail be received by 4 ' 
fuch Clerk of the Peace ; which Book fliall be kept by fuch Clerk of the 
Peace at his Office, in the County, Town, or City, and fliall at all feafbu- 
able Times, be open to the Inlpec’tion of any Juftice .of the Peace of fuch' 
County, Town, or City, and from which every luch Juflice (hiali be at 
Liberty from Time to Time to- make fjcli Extrads as he fliall deem 
fit. 

And be it further Ena-Red, That it fliall be lawful for the Juflices of 
the Peace, upon an Application in Writing, iigiied by any Perfbii for a 
•Licence to keep Arms, fpecifying in like Manner his or her Refidence, 
accomj)anied by an Affidavit, fworn by the Perfbn ligiiing the Application, 
that he or flie believes he or flie by Law is entitled to keep Arms, to fign 
.and deliver at .any .Seflions of the Peace to be held for the County, Town, 
ior City, in which fuch Perfon refides, a Licence, authorizing fuch Perfon to 
■keep Arms, fpe.cify-ing therein, if they fliall think fit, the Number and De- 
.feription of Arms which flich Licence is to authorize him or her to keep, 5 
•which Ajipjication, with the Number and Defeription of Arms endorfed- 
thereon, if the fame fliall be f|iecified in the Licence, fliall be delivered by 
them to the afUng Clerk of the Peace, who is required to regifter the fame 
in like Manner as a Notification, for which no Fee or Reward wiiatfoever 
fhall be received by -the Clerk of the Peace. 

And be it further Enabled, That any Perfon who fhall, after the faid 
Seffioiis of.the .Peace for the County, Town, or City, where he or (he fliall 
r-efide, which fhall b.e held next after the fald Day of 

ha ve in his or her Cuilody any Arms that fliall not have been regif- 
•tered as afordaid, fliall, upon being convibied thereof on the Teflimony of 
I'wo credible Witnefles on Oath before any Magiflrate, for the Firfl 
Offence forfeit the Sum of ' to be levied by Sale of the 

Goods and Chattels of flich Perfon by the Warrant of fuch Magiflrate, or 
be imprifoned by fuch Magiflrate, for the Space of and 

.for the Second and every other Offence fliall forfeit the Sum of 6 

.to be levied in like Manner, or be imprifoned for the Space of 
,and all fuch Anns fliall be forfeited to the Ufe of 
His Majefly, His Heirs and Succeffors. 

And be it-further Enabled, That any Perfon who fliall make fuch Notifica- 
..tion asaforel'aid of his having Arms, or fliall obtain fuch Licence asaforefaid, 
lhall, at any Time when required by any Juflice of the .Peace in Ireland^ de- 
diver to fuch Juflice an exablLifl: or Inventory of all the Arms in his or her 
Poffeflion, veidficd by his or her Affidavit, to be made before fuch Juf- 
tice, 
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tice, and fo from Time to Time as often as he or flie fliall be fo re- 
quired. 

And be it Enabled, That it fliall and may be lawful for the JufHces of ]\i&icesm3y_ 
the Peace at any Seflions to withdraw any Licence theretofore given, and ^encesfaiiu’^' 
to caufe the Name of Inch Perfon, as they in their Difcretioii flrall at fucb 
Seffions deem an improper Perfon to be intruded with Arms, to be eraied a.ui give n</- 
out of the Regihry of Arms, and caufe a Notice to be lerved on fuch Perfon, 
y or to be pohed on the Dwelling Honfe fpecified in the faid Regihry to be 
the Refidence of fuch Perfon, figiied by any one of the Juitices of fuch 
SefTion, and by the Clerk of the Peace, that fuch Licence is with« 
drawn. 

And be it Enafted, That if any Perfon on whom fuch Notice fliali be 
ferved, fhall not within Hours after Service of fuch Notice upon rices who do 

him or her, or at his or her Dwelling Houfe as aforefaid, deliver to the next [Si^Armsta 
refident, or feme neighbouring Magihrate at bis Place of Abode, all fuch neighbouring 
Arms as w'ere fo regiflered, fuch Perfon flaall be deemed to have in his or flialfW ibUe 
her Cuflody Arms that have not been regiffered, and flrall be fubjecl and 
liable to the Forfeiture and Punifhment hereinbefore cnadfed againft fuch inent. 
Offence. 

And be it further Ena<9:ed, That it fhall and may be lawful for any juiuces, &c. 
Juftice of the Peace, or for any Perfon authorized thereto by Warrant 
under the Hand of any Juftice of the Peace, to f'earch for Arms in the Suf^icionof 
8 . Houfe or Houfes or Grounds of any Perfon in Ireland, not having made un^-egfftei'X 
fuch Notification, or obtained fuch Licence as aforefaid, and whom he fhall ^c. 
have reafonable Ground to fufpedl of having Arms; and alfo in the Houfe 
or Houfes or Grounds of any Perfon w^ho, having made fuch Notification, 
or obtained fuch Licence, fhall refufe or neglect to deliver fuch .Lift or 
Inventory, or whom he fhall have reafonable Ground to fufpedl to have 
delivered a falfe Lift or Inventory, or whofe Licence fhall have been with- 
drawn as aforefaid ; and in cafe of Refufal of Admifiion to break into every 
fuch Houfe, and every Part thereof by force, and if any Arras ffall be found 
in the Poffeftion of any fuch Perfon refpeclively, fave in the Houfe of a 
Perfon giving fuch Lift or Inventory, and if any Arms.fliall be found in 
the Houfe of fuch Perfon giving fuch Inventory, and not fpecified therein, 
to feize and carry away the fame for the Ule of His Majefty: Provided Not to extend 
always, that nothing in this Adi contained thall affed any Perfons ferving 
in His Majefty’s Regular or Militia Forces, or in any Yeomanry Corps, or Foices, &c. 
any Privy Councillor, or Member of Parliament, or Peace Officer;, in 
refped to any Arms that they may have in their Cuftody. 






AND whereas it is neceffary to provide more efledluaily againft tlie 
making of Pikes, and fuch like offeufive Weapons ; B E it therefore Enafled Names ajid 
by the Authority aforefaid. That no Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, after 
the faid Day of lhail exercife the Trade of a Black- cences at 

fmith, who (hall not have previoufly regiftered his Name, and the Place 
-where his Forge is fituated, at fome Seffions of the Peace for the Diftrift in 
which fuch Forge is ufed, and lhall alfo have obtained a Licence from the 
Juftices at fuch Seflions, authorizing him to ufe and follow the Trade of a arui Regiftry 
Blackfmith ; which faid Regiftry and Licence is to be made, kept, and 
granted, in Manner and Form as the Regiftry of Anns and Licence for kept, >,id ’ 
■ufing Arms hereinbefore mentioned. 

And be it further Enadted, That it lhall and may be lawful for the 
Juftices of the Peace, or the Majority of them, at any Seflions of the Peace ,j“hS u-

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to v/ithdraw fuch Licence from any Blackfmitb, if it fital! be fatisfaaorily 
proved to them that fuch Blackfmith hath made, or knowiinrly fuffered to m 
be made m his Forge any Pike or Pike Head after he ftall have fo obtained 
a Licence, and regiftered his Forge as aforefaid ; and if any Blackfmith ihall 
ufe any Forge without fuch Regiftry thereof, and Licence as aforefaid, ,he 
fhal-1 for fuch Offence and Offences incur and be liable to the Penalties 
hereinbefore mentioned that Perfons uling or haying in their Cuftody 
unregiftcred Arms are by this AS fubjefi to, . ^ 

And be it Enafled, That any Smith, or other Perfoii, who fhall make or 
aflift in making any Pike, Pike Head, Dirk, Dagger, Spear, or Inftrumeiits 
lerving for Pikes or Spears, without a Licence from the IMafter General 
Lieutenant General, or Surveyor General of the Ordnance, fhall bein® 
thereof lawfully convidled, be adjudged - . ’ ° 

Provided always, that nothing therein contained, fhall extend or be coii- 
itriied to extend to any Perfons having or makine fuch Weapons as 
aforefaid, in the Service or for the Ule of I-lis MJjefty, His Heirs and 
Succcflbrs. 

And be it further Enafted, That it fliall and may be lawful for any luftice 
of the Peace of any County, City, or Town in Ire/md, or for any Peiibn au- ' 
morracd by the Warrant of any fuch Juftice, to fearch for Pikes, Pike Heads 1 1 
Daggers, or Dirks, in a.ny Houfe or Place where fuch Magiftrate fliall have 
reafonable. ground to fufpedi fuch Weapons to be, and if any fiich fhall be 
found,^ It fliall and may be lawful for fuch Magiftrate, or the Perfon fo 
authorized, to feize, carry away, and deftroy the fame ; and the Perfon or 
Perfons in whofe PofTeffion, Cuftody, or keeping fuch Weapons fliall be 
found, being thereof convifted by due courfe of Law, fhall be adjudged 



And be it further Enafted, That all the pecuniary Penalties in this A3 
%ciaed fltall be railed and levied by Sale of the Goods of the Perfon 
offending, by Warrant under the Hand and Seal of .any Juftice of the Peace 
m and for the County ni which fuch Offence fhall be committed ; and the 
Penuries fo to be levied fhall be by fuch Juftices or Juftice handed over to 
■the Treafurerof the County in which fuch Sums are levied, to be applied 
to fuch Pinpofes as the Grand Jury at any enfuing Affizes fhall think 
j)rop.er to preleut. 
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
